The Indian Trouble—Furllier Det ills. 
Tombstone, October 5th.—Dr. G. T. Hen­ 
derson, one of a party of f. ur who left this 
place, has just returned through the south 
piss of the D.agoon mountains, Twelve milea 
east of here, bringing full particulars of yes­ 
terday’s battle at Diamond Springs Afier 
leaving here they went through the south 
pasq getting there just a? the m u went 
dowu. They returned nearly through tho 
pass, and went to the top of a hill and -laid 
tili daylight. They heard two shots while 
waiting for daylight, aci went back through 
tbe pas--, where they found Colonel Bernard 
and bis command, who came np during tho 
night. They leircel that Colonel Bernard 
came up v.ita the Indians between 4 and 5 
o’clock Tuesday afternoon, i:tar Cachise’a 
stronghold, the Iudi.'us going into caro p. 
The Indians nu >. hered 100 men. All their 
women and children number about 600. 
They attacked the Indians, wf 
made a 
fight, the women and children driving the 
animals, which they kept up the ¿hie of the 
mountain, tho Indians firhting tb- troops 
back. The Indians t!.-« 
. 
the top of the mountain with a tr.in of ani­ 
mals. We followed th: m up to South Pass, 
when the Indiras got on the west side, arid 
darkness put an end to the pur-uit. The 
Indians and animals were ail badly tegged 
out, and the soldiets who came from W ilcox 
were in the same condition. This morning 
Lieutenant Bayley, with f. rty or fifty scoots, 
Btruek the trail ab mt six miles easf of Tomb­ 
stone. Tne Indians are making for the west 
end of Mule Múñeteme, probably for tho 
San Jose Mountains in Sor.ora. One Indian 
is known to have been hided, ami three col­ 
ored soldiers wounded. One Indian girl, 
about 8 yesrs old, was taken prisoner. She 
is richly dressed, her clothing being trimmed 
with beads, etc., and Í3 supposed to bo a 
chief’s daughter. Colonel Bernard bas sent 
into Tombstone for eupplie”. 
[SECOND DISI’ATCH.l 
Tucson, October 5th.—Captain Charles P. 
Eagan, Chief of Commissary for the Depart­ 
ment of Arizona, arrm d here to-day fronr 
the front. 
The Star reporter interviewed 
him on the situation, and learned the £ -Haw­ 
ing facts : Tbe Captain was within a mile of 
the fight at Cedar Springs last Sunday, which 
began a little after 3 r. M. aud lasted u.itil 
9:15 r. m. 
The Indians were repeatedly 
driven from their position, thoroughly de­ 
moralizing them. They stole along tbe -ides 
of the foothills on a dead run, hotly : ur -ued 
by tbe military, who did not stop to tequira 
what damage v. i.- denr. t > the hostile., as they 
had no time. A number of b'couy breech 
clouts were brought in by citizens. 
It is be­ 
yond question that serious dawag - was done 
to the Indians, but neither then nor since 
have the military hid tinao to look after 
them or the grcued. 
Even if they had, it 
was too well known how careful the Indiana 
ere to fecrete ihfir deed. The cavalry, an­ 
ticipating that the hostiles would aim f:r the 
Dragoon Mountain, cut into Grant to re­ 
plenish their ammunition, and then struck 
for Wilicox, to take the railroad train for 
Dragoon Summit, to head them off. Hew 
w-11 this was done is apparent from the fact 
that Carroll, slightly in advance of Bernard’* 
colutnu, had the Indians in eight, mak­ 
ing for Dragoon P.ifs yesterday morn­ 
ing at 9 o’clock. 
This morniug it was 
reported that there was an action : .<d even­ 
ing, which Captain Eagan thinks is tho 
beginning of a light which will, from appear­ 
ances, prove ciiiastrcca to tho C d/icihuas. 
Two companies of cavalry from California 
are expected here to-day, which will prob­ 
ably be ordered to Dragoon Summit, where 
General Wilicox will probably accompany 
the cavalry, and join Bernard and Carroll’* 
command, if the business is not over by to­ 
night. If the Isdiaaa tsko refuge iu tbeir 
fortresses in the Dragoons, it will prove of 
little avail, as howitzers will he used to brÍDg 
them to a fight. 
[THIRD DISPATCH.1 
WlLLCOX, October 5th.—Reports from Ber­ 
nard’s command say that they encountered 
the Indians near Dragoon Mountains yester­ 
day evening, and had a running tight for fif- 
te-n miles, the Indians retreating to the west 
tide of the mountains atul across the country 
towards the lluachnca Mountains ; cat cit­ 
izens of Tombstone ere out, acd v, ¡1 prob­ 
ably strike them.

QUESTION 
OF 
IMMIGRATION. 


The Ran Francisco Board of Trade has 
teen discussing the question of immigra­ 
tion. 
It is understood that the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company contemplates 
arrangements by which cheap transporta­ 
tion fcr immigrants can be secured, but 
this cannot be done until the road is fin­ 
ished. 
Mr. Sumner Bugbee proposed to 
the Board a plan for inducing immigration 
by means of illustrated lectures ; the illus­ 
trations to be enlarged photographs from 
artual scenes in this State, and the whole 
to show exactly what been done and can 
be done here in various kinds of cultiva­ 
tion. 
W e have no doubt that this propo­ 
sition can be made useful, but just now it 
is necessary to settle auother question, and 
th a t is, 
whether the State is capable of 
absorbing and retaining a large immigra­ 
tion. 
I t is remarkable that w hereas the 
resources of California are always adm it­ 
ted to be boundless, whenever the ques­ 
tion of their development is hinted we 
are told that there is really no opportunity 
for doing anything. 
Thus it is said that 
while we have enormous areas of unoc­ 
cupied 
land, 
it is either sterile, 
or 
it is in the hands of monopolists. 
I t is 
a,dmittcd 
that 
we can produce won­ 
derful 
fruits, 
etc., 
but 
then it 
is 
said 
that 
irrigation 
is 
indispensa­ 
ble 
to 
most 
of 
our fruit 
lauds, 
and that 
irrigation is expensive. 
Oar 
wheat production is marvelous, but then 
it is said that we produce wheat at the 
sacrifice of population, and that our cereal 
regions are hostile to civilization. 
Per­ 
haps it is these contndietory and ulti­ 
mately 
depreciatory reports, 
quite as 
much a3 the absence of special effort, 
■which have kept immigration from ur. 
And it must also be conceded that these 
reports are not wholly w ithout foundation. 
People have come here, have tried our 
resources, have failed to develop them, and 
have gone away disgusted, and giving the 
State a bad name. 
W ant of w ater is a 
real want, and a formidable barrier to set­ 
tlement. 
Indisposition to adopt the sys­ 
tem of minuto husbandry required for 
most irrigated crops is another drawback. 
French, Belgians, Portuguese aud Italian 
immigrants take kindly to this method cf 
tillage, but the American settler does not 
understand and does not like it. 
I t is too 
exacting and demands too much patience. 
Then as to the lands already taken up. Are 
they, or are 
they 
not, 
available for 
settlement '! 
Who 
knows ? 
So 
far 
no 
one 
ha3 
been 
able 
to 
speak 
with 
authority 
upon 
the 
question. 
The great landowners have in one or two 
cases divided their estates and encouraged 
colonization, some even making irrigation 
canals and leading water upon all the land 
before they sold it. 
That is a thoroughly 
practical course, and it has been well 
compensated. 
B at if we are to make 
some great effort to secure immigration, 
all these m atters mn3t first be considered. 
It will not do to bring people here and then 
find out that there is no land for them, or 
;hat the only land accessible is barren fcr 
want of water. 
By the time the Southern 
Pacific is finished all the necessary informa­ 
tion could easily be obtained, and some 
definite understanding could be had with 
the large landowners. 
But to undertake 
any extensive scheme t»f immigration in the 
absence of_ preparation of this character 
would, we fear, be to invite failure and 
disappointment, and the State cannot af­ 
ford th a t.. 


TEE 
APACHES. 


An attem pt is being made to create the 
impresbion th at the hydraulic miners are 
seeking to delay judicial action. 
This is 
a falsehood quite of a p'.ece with the 
majority of the statements made by Mr. 
Cadwalader’s organs. 
The tru th is that 
a'.l the efforts to stave cff a decision have 
thus far been made by th at attorney, and 
that his endeavor to prevent the deter­ 
mination of 
the issues in controversy 
became so conspicuous recently th at the 
Attorney-General was compelled to inter­ 
fere in the public interest. 
All the talk 
about the reluctance of the miner3 to try 
the suits is part and parcel of the Cad- 
walader programme to secure as many fees 
a3 possible. 
The pretense th at a number 
of suits can be brought w ithout entailing 
additional expense upon the public is as 
false as the one already referred to. 
In 
nndertaking to enjoin all the hydraulic 
mines those who institute these proceed­ 
ings render themselves liable for heavy 
damages should their suits not be success­ 
ful. 
The 
injunction of all the mines 
would entail an accountability upon the 
people of this valley which might rnin 
them in the event of the failure of the 
suits. 
And it is nonsense fcr anyone to 
assert th at there is any certainty about 
the nature of the decision the Court will 
make. 
This can only be a m atter of con­ 
jecture, and since it is a m atter of con­ 
jecture the bringing of a great number of 
suits necessarily involves a heavy respon­ 
sibility. 
Mr. Cadwalader knows very 
well that the people of Sacramento county 
and of the Sacramento valley have no 
desire to be held accountable for the injury 
done by stoppmg all the mines ; but this 
accountability is what he is trying to force 
upon them, under the false pretense that 
it is desirable to bring a great number of 
suits. 
The whole of the agitation for a m ulti­ 
plicity of suits springs from the rapacity of 
an attorney, and has no other foundation. 
There is no need for such a method of liti­ 
gation. 
I t cannot help the cause of the 
farmers one iota. 
All it can do is to 
empty their pockets, and th at is all it was 
meant to do. 
The original plan of the in ­ 
genious lawyer who has stirred up all this 
pother undoubtedly was to procure the in­ 
stitution of as many suits as possible, be­ 
cause the more suits the more fees; and 
to keep on interposing delays in the Courts 
until he had gathered into his net the last 
possible fee. 
W hen the entire field had 
been harvested, ha would have prepared 
for trial, and then the simpletons who had 
paid their money on the strength of his 
sophistical representations would have had 
the satisfaction of seeing the whole m atter 
settled by one suit. 
I t was a bold and 
comprehensive project, but as we have be­ 
fore remarked, it presupposed more stu­ 
pidity in the public than could actually be 
counted upon. 
Perhaps Mr. Cadwalader 
really believed that there was no uncer­ 
tainty about the decision of the C o u rt; but 
Mr. Cadwalader has been mistaken on 
points of t’uat kind already, and therefore 
his judgm ent cannot be regarded a3 in­ 
fallible. 
The interest of the public in the prem­ 
ises is one thing ; the interest of Mr. Cad­ 
walader unfortunately happens to be quite 
another thing. 
The interest of the public 
demands th at sinco litigation alone can 
settle this dispute, it shall be settled by 
litigation as speedily and a3 economically 
as possible. 
The public do not wish to bo 
held accountable for enormous damages 
iu the event of an a I verse decision, cor 
have they so absolute a reliance upon the 
Courts as to feel perfectly certain th a t an 
adverse decision is oat of the question. 
But the attorney who has “ worked u p ” 
this m atter cannot be particularly anxious 
for a cessation of the litigation which 
brings so much grist to his mill, and iu 
effect he has already made it abundantly' 
apparent th at delay, and not decision, is 
his object. 
As to the miners, they have 
shown readiness to te3i the merits of the 
case in the Courts. 
It has even been 
alleged th at they are willing to subm it the 
whole question upon an agreed care. 
We 
do not know whether this statem ent is 
true or not, but we know that no such 
proposition 
has 
come 
from Mr. Cad­ 
walader. 
It is said by th at attorney’s organ that 
the R e c o r d -U x ion' is the friend ol the 
miners. 
The attem pt to use this assertion 
as a reproach is a failure. 
The Eecoiuj- 
U xiox is certainly not the enemy cf the 
miners. 
I t hopes that it has made its 
position sufficiently clear throughout this 
controversy. 
I t has been the friend of the 
whole people from first to last. 
I t has 
labored to secure such a settlem ent of the 
issues involved as would give protection to 
the farmers without destroying the mining 
industry. 
I t has held all along th at the 
destruction of farming lands by the mining 
debris waa a wrong which could not be 
perm itted. 
But it has resolutely refused 
to take a narrow, factional position. 
It 
has rccoguized obligations and duties to 
both sides. 
I t has desired to obtain justice 
j to both with as little injury as possible. 
U ntil the Supreme Court declared the 
Drainage Act unconstitutional, aud in so 
doing held that it was impracticable to ap­ 
ply the remedies which could alone have 
cured the existing evils, we supported that 
project. 
We now recognizs the necessity 
of litigation, but what wc cannot recognize 
is the necessity of the kind of litigation 
which Mr. Cadwalader proposes. 
W c de­ 
sire that the m atter should be settled with 
as little cost to the public as is compatible 
with attaining the end sought. We cannot 
therefore favor a scheme which entails the 
heaviest responsibilities upon the people of 
this valley, and which has nothing to of­ 
fer in exchange for the danger of having 
to pay enormous damages, but the enrich­ 
m ent of an attorney. 
And because we per­ 
ceive clearly that no public interest is to be 
served by the project referred to, we find 
ourselves obliged to expose and denounce 
it as an objectionable and humbugging 
scheme, which covers a formidable assault 
upon the pockets of this community with 
specious and disingenuous pretenses of 
public spirit. 
The task thus imposed upon 
us is a disagreeable one, but we cannot 
evade it, and we shall endeavor to accom­ 
plish it to the best of our humble capacity, 
despite all resistance and vituperation. 


I t is difficult to follow the complicated 
and confused dispatches from the seat of 
the Apache war. 
W e gather that the 
troops hive been fighting the Indians ; 
th at they have corraled the Indians ; that 
the Indians have got away from them ; 
that the Indiana have whipped the troops ; 
th at the troops have not come up with the 
Indians ; that the troops have cut off the 
retreat of the Indiana ; that the Indians 
have cut off the retreat of the troops ; 
that the war was caused by the soldiers ; 
th at it was caused by the Iadian Agents ; 
that it was caused by the Indians. 
All 
th at can be positively ascertained is that 
the Apaches and the troops are not on 
friendly terms, and that there has been 
some shooting done between them. 
As to 
the ultim ate outcome, th at is quite obscure 
a t present.

ENGLISH 
L iN D 
BILL. 


Tho English 
Fanners’ 
Alliance 
has 
; drafted a land bill which will no doubt be 
j pushed resolutely. 
The Pali Mall Gazette 
says that it “ aim3 at establishing com­ 
; “ plete security for the capital of farmers, 
“ and immunity from capricious evictions ; 
“ the right of the tenant to sell his im- 
“ provements in open market, with the 
“ provision 
that the landlord must ac- 
“ cept as tenant for seven years, and at the 
“ same rent as the outgoing tenant, the 
“ person who purchases ; and the creation 
“ of a Land Court in every district, for the 
“ settlem ent of questions concerning rent, 
“ and all disputes.” Tue leading features of 
the new bill are obviously taken from the 
Irish land bill, and thus the prediction 
made when the latter was tin t introduced is 


in a fair way to fulfillment much Eoonerthan 
could have been anticipated. It was, how­ 
ever, apparent th at the English tenant 
farmers would not rest content to endure 
abuses which it had been thought necessary 
to abolish in the sister island, and thus 
however careful legislators might be to 
keep the affairs of England and Ireland 
separate, it was inevitable that land reform 
in the one ehould necessitate the same kind 
of legislation in the other. 
And the time 
is propitious for just this kind ef measure, 
for the recent spasm of alarm which the 
decadence of English 
agriculture has 
produced 
will make the 
people 
the 
readier to listen 
to 
any 
proposition 
for the relief of the farmers. 
The latter 
have s:nse enough to perceive that a re­ 
vival of the corn laws is out of the ques­ 
tion ; but they also seo that the abolition 
of primogeniture and entail is uot\on’.y 
possible but popular, and therefore they will 
urge the new bill with all their force, and 
will be sure to be supported by the city 
populations. The passage of the Irish land 
bill made the extension of the same gen­ 
eral principles to England a mere question 
of time. 
B at things move very rapidly 
nowadays, and no sooner is a reform pro­ 
posed than it is accepted, seized upon, and 
molded into law. 
The land-owncrs of 
England are evidently about to be put 
upon their trial. 
They wield an enormous 
influence, but it is not certain that they 
are still able to prevent reform in tho land 
laws. 
They will of course endeavor to do 
so, though it is quite possible that they 
themselves have most to gain from the 
changes proposed, and though it has been 
apparent to the unprejudiced observer for 
several year3 th at their present position 
cannot endure. 
Even if they conld pre­ 
vent all change, external forces would 
eventually compel them to adopt a pro­ 
gressive policy, or submit to ruin.

S a n F r a n c isc o, October 5th.—An action 
was commenced in the District Court of Yuba 
county iu September, 1879, by the city of 
Marysville against the North Bloomfield 
Gravel

other mining corporations and individuals, to 
enj- iu the defendants from depositing tail­ 
ings and debris from their respective mining 
claims in the channel of Yuba river or its 
tributaries, or from permitting said tailings 
and debris to flow therein, or from otherwise 
polluting the water of the river or its tribu­ 
taries.

The 
North 
Bloomfield 
Company tiled 
demurrers to the complaint, and moved for a 
change of ver.ue, on the ground, among other 
things, that the presiding Judge was directly 
interested in the result of the action, because 
he owned land in Yuba City, bordering on 
Feather river, which is directly opposite the 
laud de.-eribed in the action of the city of 
Marysville. On May 21st, after argument, 
the motion for a charge of venus was denied, 
the Judge being of opinion that he was not 
disqualified. The petitioners and others ap­ 
plied for a writ of prohibition, to prevent 
Judge Keyser from acting. 
Justice Ross 
says in his opinion : “ It is an ancient 
maxim, and one founded on the most obvious 
principles of natural right, that no man 
ought to be a judge in his own cause. That 
principle finds expression in our statute in 
these words: 
* No Justice, Judge or Justice 
of the Peace shall eit or act in any action or 
proceeding to which he is a party or in which 
he is interested.’ This provision should net 
receive a technical or strict construction, hut 
rather ore that is broad and liberal. 
‘The 
Court ought to be astute enough to discover,’ 
taid the Supreme Court of Michigan, ‘ the 
refined and subtle distinctions to save a casa 
from the operation of the maxim when the 
principle it embodies bespeaks the propritty 
of its application.’ We cannot regard Judge 
Keyser’s interest as indirect or remote upon 
the facts as presented. 
The city of Marys­ 
ville says in its complaint that defendants arc 
causing the property of the city and that of 
its 
inhabitants 
great 
and 
irreparable 
damage 
by 
sending 
down 
the 
Yuba 
river vast 
quantities 
of 
tailings from 
these mines, thus polluting the waters of the 
river, filling up its channel, overfl -wing the 
adjacent lands, and depositing debris on 
lands of the city, and otherwise injuring it 
and its people. The defendants say in their 
petition that respondent owns land adjoining 
those of the city, and similarly situated ; that 
in precisely the same manner, aud to the same 
extent, as tbe tailings sent down the Yaba 
river by them injure the lands of the city of 
Marysville and its inhabitants, they injure 
the lands of respondent. If the relief prayed 
for is awarded, the same judgment that 
stops the flow 
of 
taiünes and debris 
on the lauds of the city of Marysville st-ps 
its flow on the lands of respondent. 
The 
very judgment that will protect Marysville 
will protect him. His interest is a direct and 
immediate one on the result of the actior. 
We are therefore of the opinion that respond­ 
ent is disqualified to sit in judgment in the 
case. 
I t is hardly necessary to say that the 
merits of the controversy between the city of 
Marysville and the miners are in no wise in­ 
volved in the present proceedings. Let the 
demurrer to tbe petitiou be overruled, with 
leave to respondent to answer within teu 
days from the entry of tho order.” 
Justice Ross delivered the opinion. 
Chief 
Justice Morrison concurs with Justice Sharp- 
stein in a concurring opinion. Justice Myrick 
concurs in the order overruling the demurrer, 
for the reasons stated by Justice Ross, but 
wishes “ to be distinctly understood as not 
expres.-ing. directly or indirectly, a view that 
this will effect any injunction issued by the 
Court below, or an order granting the same. 
My concurrence is to the extent of prohibit­ 
ing Judge Keyser from fitting fur-her in the 
case, if no answer shill be made denying his 
alleged disqualification.” 
Justice Thornton dissents, holding that a 
writ of prohibition is not the proper remedy, 
hut agrees in tbe opinion of the majority that 
Judge Keyser is disqualified. 
Justice McKee concurs in the dissenting 
opinion.

LOOAL INTELLIGENCE. 


SUPERVISORS VS. REPORTERS’ FEES. 


On Tuesday Judges Clark and I'euson, 
sitting in bank, decided a caie which involved 
a question of some little interest. It was an 
action brought by Winfield J. Davis, Official 
Reporter of this county, against the Board 
of Supervisors, to recover compensation for 
taking dcwa in short-hand the evidence given 
at the Mobil incest examination in the Police 
Court. A law was passed by the last Legis­ 
lature authorizing a committing magistrate 
to employ a short-hand reporter in examina­ 
tion cases, and providing that the compensa­ 
tion for such service should come from the 
county treasury, upon the certificate of the 
magistrate. The Supreme Court, in the case 
of Fox vs. Lindley—a case takeu up from 
Los Angeles, in which the reporter presented 
the magistrate’s certificate to the Treasurer, 
who refused to pay it—declined to order a 
writ of maniate to issue to compel the 
Treasurer to pay. In the present case the 
claim was presented regularly to the Board 
of Supervisors, accompanied by a certificate 
from the mpgi-tratethat the services had been 
rendered. The Board refused to allow the 
claim, by reason of the decision in the Las 
Angeles case. The claimant then instituted 
suit against the Board to recover the amount 
of the claim, and the case was argued laet 
Tuesday, upon an agreed statemeut of facts, 
before Judges Clark and Denson. Upon 
conclusion of the hearing, the Judges de­ 
cided th at the case here presented was dif­ 
ferent from the Los Angeles case, inasmuch 
as iu that the claim was presented direct 
to the Treasurer for pay, and iu the 
present instance it was made out in 
form and presented to the Board for allow­ 
ance in the usual manner. The Court 
decided that the statute authorizing the ser­ 
vice to be rendered, and indicating that it 
should bo paid for from the county treasury, 
implied the responsibility of the county to 
pay it, and the bill having been regularly pre­ 
sented 1 1 the Board as a just claim under the 
statute, it was their duty to allow what the 
services were reasonably worth ; and as the 
amount of the claim was not disputed, judg­ 
ment was ordered in favor of the plaintiff for 
the amount claimed, and for costs.

The volume ccn-ists of 7-i pages, with 
a full index to all insects, remedies, etc. It 
also has the Acts of the last Legislature upon 
the subject; a list of the officers and mem­ 
bers of the ¡átate Board of Viticultural Com­ 
missioners ; officers and members of the ¡State 
Board of Horticultural Commissioners, and 
standing committees of the same, and the 
County Boards of Horticultural Commis­ 
sioners, so far as organized.

DEA1H 0? JEROME C. DAVIS. 
Jerome C. Davis, Second Trustee and 
Street Commissioner iu this city, (lied sud­ 
denly yesterday about half past 12 o’clock, 
noon, at his residence on N sheet, between 
Sixth and Seventh. He was ailing in the 
morning, but about the house, and during the 
forenoon a physician was called, when the 
symptoms of difficulty experienced seemed 
to be a tendency to numbness in one of his 
lower limbs, but it passed iff and was not 
regarded as seriuU3. Soon after 12 o’clock, 
while walking about in his room, he ftll to 
the flaor and expired almost immediately. 
Tbe causa is supposed to have been apoplexy. 
He leaves a wife, the only immediate mem­ 
ber of the family. Mis. \V. B. Davis, of this 
city, i? a niece, and Albeit and Joseph 
Mitchell, also of this city, are nephews. The 
deceased was ods of the earlier pioneers to this 
coast, having cime across the continent and 
arrived here early in 1840, as a member of 
one of Fremont’s expeditions. He was a 
member of the party if thirty-three who, iu 
Jane, 1840, went from this section of the 
State, then Mexican territory, to Sonoma, 
and captured the military poet there, 
uuder command of General Vallejo, and 
brought the garrison prisoners to Foit Sut­ 
ter. The bear flag was raised at the Bsme 
time, and a proclamation of independence 
issued by the paity. This body of men is 
f.imil’arly known in the history of the State 
es the Bear Flag party, and the deceased is 
btlieved to have been one ot the last sur­ 
vivors. Mr. Davis’ first rattled residence 
in the State was in Yolo county, where he 
lived for many years. 
11s subsequently 
spent several years in Washington, D. C., 
and has since resided iu this city. He was 
elected as City Trustes in the spring of 1880, 
upon the Republican ticket. He was a na­ 
tive of Ohio, and 59 years of age. The bell 
of the hook and ladder house was tolled iu 
the afternoon by reason cf his death. He 
was a member of Tehama Lodge, No. 3, F. 
and A. M. ; Sacramento Chapter, No. 3 ; 
Sacramento Council. No. 1, and Sacramento 
Commandery, No. 2, Koights Templar. The 
funeral will take place eu Sunday next at 1 
r. M., from his late residence. 


PC HP FOR CITY DRAINAGE. 
The final proposal from the San Francisco 
Tool Company, as to price at which it will 
furnish this city with pump and machinery 
for pumping the surplus drainage and sewage 
over the Y-street levee, having been received, 
a special meeting of the Board of City Trus­ 
tees was held yesterday forenoon. The plans 
and specifications were adopted and th* bid 
by the Tool Company accepted. It pro­ 
vides for the construction and put­

pump

twenty four hours, being a vertical turbine 
pump. The engine is to ba of what isr known as 
horizontal non-condensing pattern, with 
cylinder twelve inches iu diameter and 
twenty-four-inch stroke, and fly wheel ten 
feet in diameter, weighing about 4,000 
pounds. The boiler will be forty-eight inches 
in diameter and twelve feet long. The en­ 
gine and boiler will be of about double ca 
parity required to run the above pump, so 
that another can be added without additional 
steam-power at any time when required. 
The city is to prepare and erect the founda­ 
tion ready for the machinery, and the con­ 
tractors are to place machinery and pump in 
position and make all nec;ssary connection-, 
having the same completed and ready for 
use on or before the 15th day of November 
next. 
The contract provide! that, “ when 
completed, the entire work shall be subjected 
to ar. inspection by the Board of Trasteas in 
connection with mechanical engineer George
